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REMARKS 

This amendment is filed in response to the Examiner's proposed claim 
amendment dated February 12, 2003 and is supplemental to the Amendment filed 
November 27, 2003. Tn this proposal, the Examiner indicated that the proposed claim 
amendment to claim 1 would make claims 1-20 allowable and that adding these 
limitations to claims 21, 24, and 25 would make all claims allowable. The claims have 
been amended per the Examiner's suggestion. Accordingly, claims 1-26 are believed to 
be ill condition for allowance. 

The present amendment also adds new claim 27 in accordance with the proposed 
amended claim 1 , submitted by facsimile on February 6, 2003. New claim 27 is also 
believed to be in condition for allowance. If the Examiner objects to the new claim, he is 
invited to contact the undersigned, or in the undersigned's absence, to contact Attorney 
Mary E, Eberle, to discuss cancellation or amendment of this claim. Entry of these claim 
amendments is respectfully requested.

Therefore, 
reconsideration and allowance of claims 1-27 is respectfully requested.
